When David heard of tbe def<yit his 
sympathy for Ban! and Jonatbnn was 
rxpressed In rf beautiful poem *2 Hiun- 
uel 1:17-271. The Dead March from 
Raul la an attempt to put Into modem 
moslc David'*.Song of the Bow. 

In tbe battle Saul's sons were killed. 
Including Jonathan. Saul himself was 
V-ouudcd. Fearing lest the Philistines 
would torture him to doutb. he finally 
suicided A young Amaleklte brought 
David the news, telling that he had 
dispatched King Suiil at the latter's 
retnevt—probably, bowaver. manufac¬ 
turing this part to bring honor to him¬ 
self. But David commanded bint to 
lie put to death. 

Realizing that tQe time had come to 
move from tbe Pldllstlne country. Da¬ 
vid Inquired of the Lord by the priest 
and tbcaaphod. lihe answer was (hat 
he should go to Hebron. In Judea. 
Thltber David mid bis companions re¬ 
moved with thcly families; and tbe 
frits* of Judah, his own tribe, prompt- 
,ly recognized him os Ihclr king. 'King 
Sauls son Ishlsalbetli had survived; 
and Abner. Raul's chief general, bad 
him anointed ktug.of Israel. 

Finally Abner, angered with King 
Ishbosheth. propdaed; to become Da¬ 
vid's vassal. King David appreciated 
the proposition, doubtless considering 
It the laird's will. However, the mat¬ 
ter dkt not carry out: for Jonh. Da¬ 
vid’s nephew. Dew Abner decWtfully. 
Instead of rejoicing In Abner's death, 
tbe king monrnod for him and de¬ 
nounced bis nephew’s wrong course.
